Appellant hereby submits this Reply Brief to the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences in response to the Examiner's Answer mailed July 25, 2005. No fee is believed 
due for the filing of this Reply Brief, However, should any additional fees under 37 C.F.R.

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In the Answer, the Examiner repeated the rejections under 35 U.S.C § 102 and 35 U.S.C 
§ 103 set forth in the final rejection in this application. It is believed that the reasons that those 
rejections are improper are expressly set forth in the Appeal Brief filed in this matter. 

On page 8 of the Examiner's Answer, the Examiner provides descriptions of methane and 
molybdenum in support of the Examinees allegation that these compounds are toxins. 
Appellants note that these descriptions do not describe either of these compounds as toxins. To 
the contrary, methane is described as a simple asphyxiant and molybdenum is described as 
"essential for life," Thus, Appellants maintain their position that neither methane nor 
molybdenum is a chemical toxin or a biological toxin, as defined in the specification. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that the Examiner erred in rejecting 
the claims pending in the present application. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that 
the Board overrule the Examiner's decision and issue instructions that all pending claims be 
allowed.
